| 1. wetween 26 and 29 July 1950 the Uhinese Communist 15 arny Group Headquarters: 

Detachment, comprising 2,000 men and 10 armored vehicles originally stationed 
in the Tungshan athletic Club, left Canton for the north. TENG Hua, Comman- 
der of the 15 army Group, and FadG Chiang, 44 army Commander, are still in 
Canton. 


2. WM 20 July, 6 Soviet-m.de 40 cn guns, marked "GuC", were shipped from Hankow 
to Canton. Un 27 July 2 of the guns were shipped to Lunghsueh (113-40, 22~38), 
in the Pearl River estuary, and 4 to Tachan Island (113-48, 22-30). The guns 

were accompanied by a l2-iman Soviet "MGT" artillery unit which was to direct 

instyllation. 


3. Un 27 duly, 5,000 men of the 132 Division, 44 army, returned to vaoanhsien 
(113-56, 22-32) from Hankow. 


4. Late at night on 28 July, 4,000 men of the 153 Division, 50 army,#* commanded 
by TaNG Yen-hsing (/# % #4 ) and equipped with 12 x 4o4 guns (sic) and 80 
horses, srrived in Uanton from suangchouwan. They later moved to Chiangtsun 
(113-14, 23-17), then, on the night of 29 July, left for the north by rail.
